Theory ant? Practice. 


..Theories in farming are .not wholly confined lo theorists. 


There are those who consider themselves practical men who 
occasionally get ideas into their heads that different ways of 
dojjig things -would be of the utmost advantage to farmers, 
andyyet attempts to put these ideas into practice sometimes 
sh^ow that they are not as practical as they seemed to bo. 


''j(i a; communication lo a prominent New England news- 


papeYk writer makes the claim that the farmers fail to work 
together as much as they should. "See," he says, "the many 
milk teams going,on the same Street. 
If the.farmers would 


co-operate wisely .in the delivery of milk after It. is produced 
the con'suiner could get it a cent less, or the producer could 
net a cent more a quart." The writer goes on to say that by 
proj)er co-operation 'the farmers could handle their other 
products much more advantageously than they do, increasing 
their profits without increasing prices to consumers. 


hi theory this seems like, the right idea, but that it does not 


always work successfully'!!! practice has been demonstrated. 
The idea is not new by any means. Some years ago it was 
advanced in a small New England city that is supplied with 
milk direct from Jhe*farms. 
It was argued that much labor 


was lost in (lie delivery of ml1k;:iiiiimeroiis peddlers following 
oneaiiother through the various slrects'day after day, whereas 
if the territory were properly divided Ilicre would be a very 
substantial saving

The talk sounded good,'and after considerable agitation a 


company was organized to handle Hie city's milk supply' on 
an economical basis. 
An expensive building was erected and 


perfectly equipped, arrangements were made for th'e collection 
of the mi|k from the farms, and for its distribution in a man- 
ner which would, prevent one milk cart from chasing another 
about the city. Every peddler had his territory and the cost 
of delivery was to be'reduced lo the minimum. In the collec- 
tion of milk one learn would cover a whole neighborhood, and 
it was believed by the farmers and the company Ilia I an im- 
portant problem had been solved in a way to bring substantial 
benefits to producers arid consumers alike. 


It cannot be denied thai tjie theory was good. Hard-headed 


farmers and hard-headed business men joined in Ihe^nlcrprise 
enthusiastically and with 1 Hie fullest confidence of success.1 


And yet It did not succeed. 
It was not long before "snags" 


appeared which had not been foreseen, the whale tiling was 
abandoned, the farmers resumed the work of distribution, 
chasing one another about town as they had been doing for 
years and as they arc slill doing, while the building stands as 
a monument to blasted hopes and a material financial loss. 


This is a mere illustration of- thc'facl'tliat Ihcory amounts 


to little until it lias been vindicated.!))' practice. 


The writer who advocates this method of distributing milk 


freely criticises whal are commonly known as fancy farmers, 
saying that few of them are able lo make their farms pay, II 
is true that few of them do make (heir farms pay, and as true 
that few of them are trying to do this. They arc farming foi 
pleasure rather than for profit, but much that they do is worth 


•A great deal to the practical farmer.' The experimenters intro- 
duce blooded stock and new methods of doing (hings at large 
expense, but in many ways the plain, cvcry-day farmer bene- 
fits by these experiments, and thus the community as a whole 
is beuetiled. 


There is less cause for worry about the fancy farmer and 


the farmer in overalls than many of the writers and lecturers 
imagine.
